I'lom n iioiip which cnmo fioin Toronto during 
thft ChrLslmns hollday.s, is onlmin.uini: in x Cnn.idi.TH-w lile org.TnlziiUon of 
university Mmlont.". U will bo rrnicmbcred thnt Inst yoni- dni lns the holldny 
a conference oC reprcscnt.itives from seVernl Cnnadinn colleges was held 
at MCGlll, nnd the ultimate end achieved was the formation of whnt Is now 
knoTN-n as tho National Federation ot Canadian Universlly Students. 

The organization got under w.iy very rapldl>'. When ten iinlversUle.<( 
li«d joined it, It had been ngi-eed tliat It would change from it.s embryo sfnle 
to a living fact, and actually, more than ten unlverîîltlea had joined before 
the fli-st of Jfarch, fo that the excc»itivc which was then formAUy Instaled in 
Offleo started right In on their diverse dutie.». 

The federation was modeled on simlliar organizations In ISngland, An\o 
rloa and the continent, and at once began to show that It nilgltl become 
a very iisefnl organ for the expi-ession of united underei'aduate opinion 
throughout' Canada. 

The tangible evidence of the work done .*o far found Its outlet at tho 
Ilrjst conference of the new or.caniïaîion dmln.c the holiday, At ^^hlch elplil 
«en unlvor.sitic.^ were vcprrsentrd. The .iponda wa.« .n revcl.ition, .ind the 
amount of work which actually did get >mder w.iy was cininlly .<;tarttlnF. 

Among the most important works undertaken by the federation is n 
scheme called tho Exchange ot Undergraduates Scheme, by which a, certain 
g^Dober of students, up to 1% ot the number registered at a, university, niay 
j|S||exchanged to another university, if he applies for stich ,t move. 

"The, niore interested of the students can in this way, bro.idcn thcJr view- 
point on Canada, A Xova Scotlan, for Instance, who has never seen Canada, 
and who Is ajiibltlous to learn the \lewpoinî of his fellow-Cnnadlaiis, can 
apply to go to X central or a western univcr.«lty for .^ year, and while ho is 
thei'o, he mingles with tho s^tudents there, gathers what information he c.^n, 
and on his return to his own Alm.a Mater, is fully informed, and quite likely 
to Impart a good quantity of reliable information to his fellow students. 

This Is one o£ the most important unifying influences which tho Cana- 
dian Vnivorslly w 11 see In the future, according to .«evoral very well-known 
experts on iho subject of Canadian National oiuity. Undoubtedly it will 
carry r_ very preii: influence wherever this scheme Is p>it into effect. 

Among oiiier -.liings achieved by the fédération in its first year of exist- 
ence Is the granting of a 1/3 discount on all athletic goods lor college athle- 
tic clubs, by one of the famous sporting goods manufacturers In Canada; the 
organization of four different debating tours by Canadian teams, of which 
the Maritime debating tour is the first; the selection ot a Canadian team 
sent over by the X.F.C.U.?. to England to dcb.ntc at the universities there, 
and of which a McGill m.in has the honor to be appointed a member, and 
the probability tha; in aniuhcr year, all university Students Will have the 
benefit ot a special sludcnt.s- reduction on the railways Of Canada, thus 
making possibly for a greater mixing of the different elements In Canadian 
life, making for a more congenial and homogeneous whole. 
""'"""MTien the federation is thought of in this national aspect, JlcOill may 
well he proud that she was one ot the first to sponsor tho form.atlon of such 
.•i union, and that, as usual, she Is In the van in all things which bind the 
Dominion of Canada more eiosely together, and particularly In this now 
cultural aspect.
